His dreſs was 
unicoloured, of ſky blue, an emblem of peace and 
truth, his perſon was ſacred; for he might paſs 
in ſafety through hoſtile countries; he never ap- 
peared in an army but as a herald, or under the 
modern idea of a flag of tfuce, and never bore 
| arms, neither was a naked weapon to be held in 
his preſence.

functions of religion were called Derwyzon; and 
Orion were perſons admitted into the order by 
diploma, in conſideration of their merits, without 
going through a regular tuition. Barz Tnys Prya- 
ain was a character formed in the ſchool of Na- 
ture, far beyond the tracings of hiſtory, that flou- 
riſhed in various ſpheres till the death of the laſt 
Llywelyn, and in conſequence of that ſhock has 
remained ſecluded to this day, amongſt a few vo- 
taries in the obſcure parts of Wales. On the in- 
troduct ion of Chriſtianity the Barz ſtill ated as 
ek under the privilege of his order, as his max - 
s were perſectly conſonant, as far as they went, 
with the doctrines of Revelation, his ſyſtem ill 
remained the ſame. But about the fourth century 
the clergy of the Roman church gained an aſcen- 
dancy fo as to deprive the Bards of being exclu- 
fively eligible for the priefthood, and conſequently 
the patronage for which no longer remained in the 
order. Barz Taleithiawg was a Bard that preſided 
at a provincial Gorſez;z but he, nor Barz Try: 
5 had ſupremacy no longer than whilſt 
ally preſided; and was elected to the Chair juſt 
whenever a meeting was held. The Barz Teulu, 
or Domeſtic Bard, was the eighth officer in the 
prince's houſehold, A graduated Bard was tiled 
Barz wrth vraint a devatud Beira Ynys Prydain;
